There w a considerable difference 
however between tbe oral or, orpltldw of 
that, end the present day. The spirit bf 
the Roman law forbede sueh men to re¬ 
ceive compensation for tbeir services, and 
-prociairaed disgrace and contempt upon all, 
Who should sutler their impudence to tar¬ 
ty them te such lengths. Having had ex. 
traordinary advantages, and arrived at etn> 
inence in that profession, which the state of 
society regarded as excellent, the pleader 
was obliged to consider himself aa the pro¬ 
perty of nis fellow citizens, and to bo ever 
ready to afford them the aid of those pow¬ 
ers, which it was not their good fortune to 
possess. He not only defended their for¬ 
tunes, but their lives and libertiea; and 
according to the meaning of the word, was 
compelled to speak aptly, copiously and 
elegantly upon any subject that presented 
itself. Thus there were no limits to his 
knowledge. His art included every one 
of the liberal kind,.aod couM not be acquir¬ 
ed without a competent knowledge of 
whatever was great, and laudable In the 
aniverse. Such a coarse of education must 
in a great degree have prevented the 
growth of avarice, and given rise to the 
moat noble, patriotic and independent feel- 
ingv And in no boeoa did they glow with 
mare-warmth and fervour, than in that of 
Cicero, who had already made bis appear¬ 
ance upon the stage of "public afTsirs, and 
presented himself to bis countrymeD as‘a 
shield and Due tier’ in their adversities. 

The first specimen of those transcend* 
ant talents, which it had been the peculiar 
felicity of his father to caltivate, and which 
were soon about to shine forth to the as 
tooishment not of Rome ooly, but the world, 
was exhibited in tbe trial of Sntpiciua Roa 
cius, the celebrated actor. The case was 
nn aggravating one. Roscius* father had 
been put to death in one of Sjlla*t pro¬ 
scriptions, and bis estate worth 60,0001 
sold among the confiscated ones for a small 
sum fo (Jbrysogonus, who was confident of 
securing to himself tbe permanent posses¬ 
sion of it, by accusing the son of patricide.

Extract of a letter from a pentleman in 
Canton, to his fritmd in this city, dated 
10th Alay. 

“Tbe E.nperoi of this country having by 1 
some means discovered lhe disgraceful 
conduct of the Mandarins, at anil about 
Canton, has just issued an imperial decree, 
(which, like that of the Medea and Persiani 
is irrevocable) to the high officers about th* 
Court, to enquire into the conduct of thesa 
people, and to report correctly the nature 
of the transaction with the English at 
Lmtiu, as well as our own affair at 
Whampoa, and the measures which have 
bfeeu pursued with regard to tho introduc¬ 
tion of opium. Thirty Mandarins are 
already imprisoned, and how many more 
will be, it is impossible to foresee.” 

This examination, it is expr.6ted by ev¬ 
ery one lu re, will produce Important re¬ 
sults, and finally place the intercourse of 
foreigners upon a different footing from 
heretofore—perhaps their expulsion and 
interdiction. 

It must be evident to the government of 
this country, that since the opening of their 
ports to strangers, luxury, vice, immorali¬ 
ty, and,in general, poverty, have, followed 
10 their train. The most ims'aken idea 
in the world is generally entertained of 
commerce to this country, as greatly en- 
I riching this people, and impoverishing 
others. The balance of trade is but little 
in their favor in amount, and lhe importa¬ 
tion of manufactured goods, raw cotton 
and opium |.i the value of 12 nr 15 millions 
annually, and daily increasing, strikes a 
blow at the very essence of their govern¬ 
ment. The state ot thing* is f-aiedby 
the mandarins, and what measures they 
m»y adopt to avoid it, is yet in the womb 
of futurity—but, I think, of this, I may 
venture to assure you, that our troubles in 
China have'but commenced, and you may 
hear of important matters before long.”
